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Activists expose cruelty at 

McDonald's egg supplier 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Under¬ 
cover animal rights activists 
exposed shocking cruelty to 
chickens at McDonald's egg 
supplier, prompting the fast 
food giant to cut ties to the 
US firm after the video was 
released yesterday. 

"Unfortunately, much of 
the abuse we documented is 
not only standard, it's legal," 
said Nathan Runkle, director 
of Mercy for Animals. 

There are no federal laws 
governing the treatment of 
poultry on US farms and 
most states have sweeping 
exemptions for farmed ani¬ 
mals which allow for abuses 
to run rampant without pros¬ 
ecution, Runkle said. 

The situation is not much 
better for cows and pigs — 
which are at least supposed to 
be stunned before slaughter - 
- because of a lack of over¬ 
sight, he added. 

"We've done over a dozen 
investigations at factory 
farms from coast to coast," 
Runkle told AFP. 

"What we have found is 
that every time we've sent an 
investigator into one of these 
facilities they've come out 
with shocking evidence of 



abuse and neglect." 

The latest video shows 
chicks having their beaks 
being burned off by a ma¬ 
chine and then tossed into 
cages and barely identifiable 
corpses of chickens that were 
left to rot in cages. 

It also showed unwanted 
chick left to die in plastic 
bags, chickens mangled by 
the bars of overcrowded 
cages, and a plant worker 
walking down the hall swing¬ 
ing a live chicken on a rope 
in a wide circle as it flaps its 
wings in distress. 

"The behavior on tape is 
disturbing and completely 
unacceptable," McDonald's 
said in a statement. 

"McDonald's wants to as¬ 



sure our customers that we 
demand humane treatment 
of animals by our suppliers. 
We take this responsibility - 
- along with our customers' 
trust — very seriously." 

The fast-food giant said it 
has directed its supplier, 
Cargill, to stop sourcing Mc¬ 
Donald eggs from Sparboe, 
which insists that the video 
depicts acts that are "totally 
unacceptable and com¬ 
pletely at odds with our val¬ 
ues." 

The family-run egg com¬ 
pany said it launched an in¬ 
ternal investigation after 
learning of the video and has 
fired four workers who en¬ 
gaged in mistreatment of the 
chickens. 

In a message posted on a 
dedicated website, owner 
Beth Sparboe Schnell said an 
independent auditor from 
Iowa State University con¬ 
firmed the company is in 
"full compliance with our an¬ 
imal welfare policies." 

She noted that Sparboe 
Farms was the first US egg 
producer to have its "science- 
based animal care production 
guideline" certified by the US 
Department of Agriculture.

Though the government's 
debt burden has risen re¬

It said the rating could fall 
if reform momentum stalls or 
economic growth unexpect¬ 
edly declines, resulting in 
high fiscal deficits and a ris¬ 


ing burden of government 
debt. On the other hand, the 
rating could rise if the fiscal 
and debt trajectory grow 
more favorable than ex¬ 
pected, along with higher- 
than-expected GDP growth 
beyond next year and im¬ 
proving external liquidity to 
support confidence in foreign 
exchange.

Herman Cain gets US 
Secret Service protection 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
presidential hopeful Herman 
Cain has become the first Re¬ 
publican to get Secret Service 
protection in the 2012 election 
campaign, officials said yester¬ 
day. 

”At the request of Mr Cain’s 
campaign, Secretary of Home¬ 
land Security Janet Napolitano 
agreed, after the consultation 
of the congressional advisory 
committee,” said Secret Ser¬ 
vice spokesman Edwin Dono¬ 
van, without elaborating on the 
measures. 

Media reports said aides to 
Cain, whose campaign has re¬ 
cently been marred by accusa¬ 
tions of sexual harassment, had 
asked for the protection after a 
series of incidents involving 
journalists covering his public 
meetings. 


Cain has consistently been 
at or near the top of Republi¬ 
can opinion polls, along with 
former Massachusetts gover¬ 
nor Mitt Romney and former 
House speaker Newt Gingrich, 
but six others are in the race 
for the nomination. 

Cain becomes the first per¬ 
son in the 2012 race, aside 
from President Barack Obama, 
to benefit from the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s special security ser¬ 
vice. 

Obama was given Secret 
Service protection in May 
2007, three months after he de¬ 
clared that he would run for 
president. His main Demo¬ 
cratic rival in that race, Hillary 
Clinton, already had Secret 
Service protection on account 
of being former president Bill 
Clinton's wife.

Half of Niger villages face food 
shortage, UN says

GENEVA (AFP) - Almost six 
million people living in more 
than half of Niger's villages 
are facing a food and nutri¬ 
tion crisis, the UN warned 
yesterday. 

"Approximately 6,900 vil¬ 
lages out of 10,000 are in a 
vulnerable situation,” said 
Elisabeth Byrs, spokes¬ 
woman for the UN Office for 
the Coordination of Humani¬ 
tarian Affairs (OCHA). 

Niger's government, assis¬ 
ted by the UN and humanita¬ 
rian organisations, will assess 
next month the exact number 
of people who are most vul¬ 
nerable, Byrs said. 

Last month Niger's gov¬ 
ernment said the drought-hit 
country had harvested 
500,000 tons less cereal than 
required, raising concerns of 
a food shortage crisis right 
across the Sahel. 

The OCHA said that al¬ 
ready by June the rate of 
child malnutrition had 


reached alarming levels in 
seven out of eight regions. 

In western Tillabery, one 
of the worst drought-affected 
areas, acute malnutrition was 
affecting more than 13 per¬ 
cent of inhabitants. 

In 2009 Niger suffered a 
400,000-ton cereal shortfall, 
leading the following year to 


one of the worst food crises 
in its history. 

"Even if the food situation 
in Niger improved slightly in 
2011 ... the effects of the 
major food and nutrition cri¬ 
sis in 2010 reduced rural pop¬ 
ulations' capacity to survive," 
OCHA said. 


US welcomes IAEA condemning Iran 
nuclear program 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday wel¬ 
comed the UN atomic watch¬ 
dog's resolution of "deep and 
increasing concern” about 
Iran's nuclear activities and 
called for more pressure on 
Tehran to end them. 

A White House statement 
said an International Atomic 
Energy Agency report ex¬ 
plains "in graphic detail Iran's 
systematic efforts to develop 
a nuclear weapon,” and that 
"the whole world now knows 
that Iran not only sought to 
hide its uranium enrichment 
program from the world for 
more than two decades.” 

The statement noted that 
President Barack Obama "has 
stated on multiple occasions 
that we are determined to pre¬ 
vent Iran from acquiring nu¬ 
clear weapons” and that "a 


nuclear armed Iran would rep¬ 
resent a grave threat to re¬ 
gional peace and international 
security.” 

"This is why we have 
worked with others to build a 
broad international coalition to 
pressure and isolate the Iranian 
regime, including through an 
unprecedented sanctions 
regime,” the statement added. 

"The United States will 


continue this pressure until 
Iran chooses to depart from 
its current path of interna¬ 
tional isolation, both in con¬ 
cert with our partners as well 
as unilaterally.” 

The resolution adopted in 
Vienna said it was "essential 
for Iran and the Agency to in¬ 
tensify their dialogue” and 
called on Tehran "to comply 
fully and without delay with 
its obligations under relevant 
resolutions of the UN Secu¬ 
rity Council.” 

But to assuage Chinese and 
Russian misgivings, the reso¬ 
lution has no timeframe for 
Iran to comply, calling instead 
for IAEA head Yukiya Amano 
to report to the board in March 
on Tehran's "implementation 
of this resolution.” 

Iran has denied it is deve¬ 
loping nuclear weapons. 
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Brazil's Rousseff backs Fear dictates Mexican drug cartel 
dictatorship abuses probe coverage 


BRASILIA (AFP) - President 
Dilma Rousseff, a former Marx¬ 
ist guerrilla who was jailed and 
tortured during Brazil’s military 
dictatorship, yesterday endorsed 
creation of a truth panel to probe 
human rights abuses during that 
dark period. 

”It is fundamental that the 
population, above all the 
young and future generations 
know our past, how many peo¬ 
ple were jailed, tortured and 
died," she said. 

"The truth about our past is 
fundamental so that these acts 
which tarnished our history do 
not happen again," she added. 

The president also promul¬ 
gated a law lifting indefinite 
secrecy for public records and 
mandating their publication 
after a maximum of 50 years, 
another historic step to inves¬ 
tigate crimes committed dur¬ 
ing the military dictatorship 
(1964-1985). 

"Secrecy will never again 
be used to hide abuse of 
human rights," Rousseff said 
to loud applause during an of-

ficial ceremony. 

The truth commission is 
meant to investigate issues in¬ 
cluding politically motivated 
abductions in the Cold War- 
era, rights abuses and murders 
over a time span longer than 
the dictatorship — 1946-1988. 

It does not however lift an 
amnesty for those who carried 
out the repression, in effect 
since 1979, and upheld last 
year by the Supreme Court. 

Brazil has acknowledged 
400 abductions and presumed 
deaths during the dictatorship. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Me¬ 
xican journalists covering their 
nation’s brutal drug violence 
live in constant fear of 
reprisals by traffickers, a con¬ 
dition which compromises 
their reporting on cartels, an 
award-winning Mexican editor 
said yesterday. 

"Drug-trafficking dictates 
the editorial process," Javier 
Arturo Valdez, founder of 
weekly magazine Riodoce, 
which covers crime and cor¬ 
ruption in the violent state of 
Sinaloa, said on a US visit. 

"One expects to be threa¬ 
tened, and that reality is threa¬ 
tening. You have to know how 
to publish the information," he 
told a gathering at the Wilson 
Center in Washington, as he 
described how closely Mexican 
editors are monitoring each and 
every word that goes out. 

Valdez was invited to ad¬ 
dress the violence in Mexico as 
the think-tank marks the 13th 
anniversary of the non-govem- 
mental Committee to Protect 
Journalists (CPJ).

Haiti leader launches commission 
to restore army 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP) - 
Yesterday, Haitian President 
Michel Martelly moved to¬ 
wards restoring the Caribbean 
nation’s army, disbanded in the 
mid-1990s after decades of 
coups and political sway. 

Martelly, a former pop 
singer who was sworn in as 


president in May vowing to end 
the instability and insecurity 
which has rocked his country, 
said he was setting up a com¬ 
mission to draw up a timetable 
for bringing back the army. 

"The presidential order on 
nominating this commission 
will be published on Monday 
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Michel Martelly 


and the commission will have 
40 days to prepare a plan to re¬ 
habilitate the army," Martelly 
said. 

He said the controversial 
plan should be presented by 
January 1, which marks the date 
of the country’s independence.

what became a nationwide mil¬ 
itary crackdown on organized 
crime. Rights groups have 
noted a rise in attacks on Mex¬ 
ican media outlets in recent 
years. Riodoce was target of an 
explosives attack in 2009. 

At least eight reporters have 
been killed in Mexico in 2011, 
according to media watchdogs, 
some in apparent retaliation for 
reporting crime by drug car¬ 
tels.

Vaccines for the the flu season 
2011/2012 have arrived. 

What is the flu? 

The flu is a contagious infec¬ 
tion of the nose, throat, and 
lungs caused by the influenza 
virus. 

Less often, it is spread 
when you touch a surface such 
as a faucet handle or phone 
that has the virus on it, and 
then touch your own mouth, 
nose, or eyes. 

Because the flu spreads 
through the air and is very 
contagious, it often strikes a 
community all at once, caus¬ 
ing an epidemic illness 

The flu usually begins 
abruptly, with a fever between 
102 and 106 °F. (An adult typ¬ 
ically has a lower fever than a 
child.) The fever usually lasts 
for a day or two, but can last 5 
days. 

These symptoms (except 
the cough) usually disappear 
within 4-7 days, but the tired¬ 
ness persists for 1-2 weeks. 

How to combat the flu? 

Vaccination is the best protec¬ 
tion against contracting the flu. 

Everyone 6 months of age 
and older should get vacci¬ 
nated against the flu. 

Antiviral drugs are pre¬ 
scription medicines (pills, liq¬ 
uid or an inhaler) that can be 
used for prevention or treat¬ 
ment of flu viruses. 

If you get sick, antiviral 
drugs can make your illness 
milder and make you feel bet¬ 
ter faster. 

The antiviral drugs work 
only as a prevention, if you 
are sick already, it will now 
cure your flu. 

Flu is not the cold 

Commonly, when someone 
is not feeling good, people 
have the tendency to say that 
he has the flu, but not every 
“flu” is caused by the flu 
virus. 

Cold, stomach flu and 
other kinds of malaise are 
caused by different other 
viruses that cannot be pre¬ 
vented by taking the flu vacci¬ 
nation. 

A different type of flu 


every year. 

In countries with winter 
seasons, every year there is a 
high percentage of people get¬ 
ting the flu. 

Our island is frequented by 
tourists who bring over the flu 
and expose our community to 
the virus. 

The flu virus evolves rap¬ 
idly and new strains quickly 
replace the older ones, this is 
why everyone must vaccinate 
against the flu every year. 

Does Vaccination against 
the flu help increase resist¬ 
ance? 

There are different strains 
of the flu worldwide that are 
being investigated, anticipat¬ 
ing which one will strike the 
present year. 

Based on that information 
a vaccine is then made every 
year. 

Each seasonal flu vaccine 
contains three dead flu 
viruses. 

When injected with the 
vaccine the body reacts to 
these viruses by producing 
anti bodies. 

When the flu virus attacks 
the body, these antibodies will 
counteract and eliminate the 
virus. 

The vaccine cannot cause 
the flu as it consists of dead 
viruses. 

It takes 1-2 weeks for the 
body to create anti bodies; in 
those 2 weeks time a person 
can get the flu. 

Does the flu vaccine help 
prevent the flu? 

Yes, the flu vaccine is for 
89% effective. 

The 11% combats the flu if 
a person already has it by di¬ 
minishing the symptoms. 

The vaccine also mini¬ 
mizes the possibilities for 
complications caused by the 
flu. 

Remember, the vaccine 
does not prevent the cold or 
other kind of viruses. 

The effectiveness of the 
vaccine is clinically proven 

Is the flu vaccine safe? 

Yes, it is safe, because it 
consists of dead viruses that 


induce the human body the 
produce anti bodies against 
the flu. 

The vaccine is rather well 
tolerated; mostly it causes a 
little discomfort on the skin 
when injected. 

This discomfort will disap¬ 
pear within 24 hours. 

Who are at risk for the 
flu? 

Everyone can get the flu, 
although there are certain peo¬ 
ple who are at higher risk if 
they get the flu; it is advisable 
for them to take the vaccine. 
They are: heart patients, pa¬ 
tients with lung problems (like 
asthma, bronchitis, etc.) dia¬ 
betics, patients with kidney 
problems and persons with a 
low immunity system. 

They must consult their 
doctor about taking the flu 
vaccine. 

When is a person not at 
risk for the flu? 

If a person is not a heart 
patient, has problems with 
lung or kidney, or has a low 
immunity system, there is no 
need for a flu vaccine. 

It is advisable though to 
take the vaccine, if, for exam¬ 
ple, a person is 65 years old, 
cannot miss work for a week, 
or is constantly in contact with 
many people, then, it is advis¬ 
able to consult with your 
house doctor. 

Can children be vacci¬ 
nated against the flu? 

Yes, all children older than 
6 months can be vaccinated 
against the flu. But check first 
with a pediatrician. 

In the U.S.A., authorities 
advice everyone who is at 
risk, to take the vaccine as 
soon as possible. 

In the Netherlands, the 
house doctors automatically 
call all patients older than 65 
years to get a vaccine. 

In the Netherlands only, an 
average of 2,000 people die 
every year of the flu, while 20 
to 30,000 are hospitalized. 

On Aruba, the flu vaccine 
is available, through a doc¬ 
tor’s prescription, at all drug¬ 
stores. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Birth 
rates by teenage and young 
adult mothers in the United 
States fell to historic lows last 
year, while birth rates among 
women over 40 hit a 30-year 
high, according to data re¬ 
leased Thursday. 

The birth rate among teens 
age 15-19 dropped nine per¬ 
cent in 2010 compared to a 
year earlier, the largest single 
year dip since 1946-47, the US 
Department of Health and 
Human Services said in its 
National Vital Statistics Re¬ 
port. 

At 34.3 births per 1,000 
among teens, that marks ”a 
record low for the nation," 
said the report. 

Teenage birth rates have 
been falling steadily since 
1991, and are now 44 percent 
lower than they were 20 years 
ago. 

Tough economic times, 
combined with some popular 
reality television shows that 
have spotlighted the lives of 


teenage mothers, have also 
helped bring down the birth 
rates. 

Women 20 to 24 years old 
also saw a drop of six percent 
in birth rate compared to 2009, 
with 2010’s rate of 90 per 
births per 1,000 making it the 
"lowest level ever reported for 
the United States." 

Meanwhile, the rate of 
births among women age 40- 
44 rose two percent from 2009 
to 2010, reaching 10.2 births 
per 1,000 women, the highest 
since 1967. 

That age group was the 
only one to see an increase, as 
part of a trend in which more 
women in the United States 
are postponing child-bearing 
until after they have built their 
careers. 

Overall births among 
women of all races in the 
United States declined in 
2010, and the total number of 
US births was just over four 
million last year, dropping 
three percent from 2009. 
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French team invents 
tough, reheatable 
plastic 
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WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
French researchers have de¬ 
signed a polymer that can be 
heated and reshaped, and yet 
remains as strong as well- 
known industrial plastics, ac¬ 
cording to a study Thursday in 
the US journal Science. 

The material is unusual be¬ 
cause it ’’can be repeatedly 
processed at high tempera¬ 
tures... it can even be ground 
up and recycled into a new 
shape while retaining the me¬ 
chanical properties of the orig¬ 
inal material," said the study. 

Complex shapes "can be 
easily made without resort to a 
mold" and since the material 
will not melt, precision heat 
tools are not necessary and a 
hot air blower is sufficient, it 
added. 

Once further developed, the 
material could find uses in air¬ 
craft and automobile parts, 
construction, electronics and 


sports equipment. 

Until now, synthetic poly¬ 
mers have been divided into 
two classes — thermoplastics 
that can be melted and re¬ 
molded, and thermosets that 
are processed into liquid, 
chemically infused and 
molded into a permanent 
shape. 

The latter are the strongest 
and most stable, particularly at 
high temperatures, and are 
often used in aircraft. But they 
cannot be broken down again 
and reshaped. 

The material created by 
Damien Montarnal and col¬ 
leagues at the Ecole Su- 
perieure de Physique et 
Chimie Industrielles in Paris, 
is as strong as a thermoset but 
can be repeatedly manipulated 
into different forms. 

"It can even be ground up 
and recycled into a new shape 
while retaining the mechanical 
properties of the original ma¬ 
terial," said the study. 

The material has not yet 
reached mass production, but 
researchers said the process for 
making it could be "readily 
scaled up for applications and 
generalized to other 
chemistries."

Climate change key driver of 
extreme weather: UN 



KAMALA (AFP) - Man-made 
climate change has already 
boosted heatwaves and flood- 
provoking rainfall and is likely 
to contribute to future natural 
disasters, according to a report 
by UN scientists unveiled Fri¬ 
day. 

But the toll from these ex¬ 
treme weather events will de¬ 
pend as much on the measures 
taken to protect populations 
and property as the violence of 
Nature's outbursts, it warned. 

The report, released 10 
days before climate talks in 
Durban, South Africa, is the 
UN's first comprehensive re¬ 
view of global warming's im¬ 
pact on weather extremes and 
how best to manage them. 

"We can actually attribute 
the increase of hot days in the 
past few years to an increase 


in greenhouse gases," said 
Thomas Stocker, co-chair of 
the Intergovernmental Panel 
on Climate Change (IPCC), 
which approved a summary of 
the report at a meeting in the 
Ugandan capital, Kampala. 

"And it is virtually certain 
that increases in the frequency 
and magnitude of warm daily 
temperature extremes, and de¬ 
creases in cold extremes, will 
occur in the 21st century," he 
said at a press conference. 

"Heavy precipitation will 
become more frequent in 
many regions of the world," he 
added. 

Heat and rain extremes 
under three projections — a 
sharp reduction in carbon 
emissions, a modest one, and 
current "business-as-usual" 
levels — were reviewed in the 


report. 

All three scenarios see a 
roughly similar trajectory of 
increased extremes up to mid¬ 
century. 

But towards the end of the 
century the pathways diverge 
dramatically, with far higher 
and more frequent heatwaves 
and rainfall peaks in the worst- 
case scenario of a world satu¬ 
rated with greenhouse gases. 

For the high-emission sce¬ 
nario — the path the world is 
on now — one-in-20-year heat 
peaks would occur every five 
years by about 2050, and every 
year or two by the end of the 
century. Precipitation extremes 
increase in a similar fashion, 
the report showed. 

Qin Dahe, also an IPCC co¬ 
chair, said the panel was like¬ 
wise "more confident" that 
climate change is boosting gla¬ 
cier retreat, a major concern 
for nations in Asia and South 
America dependent on glaciers 
for water. 

But for other extreme 
weather events such as cy¬ 
clones, scientists are still un¬ 
able to pin down the impact of 
climate change, due to lack of 
data and the "inherent variabil¬ 
ity and variations in the cli¬ 
mate system," Stocker said. 

Some studies have sug¬ 
gested that warmer air and sea 
surface temperatures com¬ 
bined with greater moisture in 
the air will intensify tropical 
storms. 


Unprecedented hack attacks 
on Norwegian firms 
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OSLO (AFP) - The biggest 
wave of hacking and espi¬ 
onage attacks in Norway's his¬ 
tory has hit key defence and 
energy companies, the Na¬ 
tional Security Agency 
(NSM) said Friday. 

At least 10 companies have 
over the past year fallen vic¬ 
tim to hackers in a string of at¬ 
tacks believed to be the work 
of one group, the NSM said in 
a statement. 

"We have to suppose that 
the actual number (of victims) 
is much higher, but that many 


(companies) have not been in 
contact" with authorities, the 
agency said. 

The security agency said it 
was difficult to track down the 
perpetrators, who used servers 
based abroad for their attacks, 
refusing to point fingers at any 
suspects. 

"This is the first time that a 
hacking campaign of this 
magnitude has been detected 
in Norway," NSM spokesman 
Kjetil Berg Veire told AFP. 

The hackers in each case 
tried to gain access to the cor¬ 


porate network by sending 
seemingly legitimate emails to 
specific people, along with a 
well-concealed virus handing 
them remote access to the 
computer in question, accord¬ 
ing to the agency. 

But each attack was "tai¬ 
lored" for the specific com¬ 
pany, making it possible to 
escape detection by anti-virus 
programmes, it said. 

The main targets of the at¬ 
tacks were companies in the 
oil, gas and overall energy sec¬ 
tor, as well as in defence. 

The names of the targeted 
companies were not divulged 

The attacks had allowed 
the hackers to gain access to 
documents, industrial charts, 
usernames and passwords. 

A US intelligence report re¬ 
leased earlier this month 
branded the Chinese the 
world's "most active and per¬ 
sistent perpetrators" of eco¬ 
nomic espionage.

ATHENS, Greece (AFP) - 
Greece promised to slash its 
deficit in a 2012 budget un¬ 
veiled yesterday thanks to a 
planned debt deal with banks, 
but warned of a deeper than 
expected recession next year as 
austerity measures bite. 

The blueprint was pub¬ 
lished as auditors from the Eu¬ 
ropean Union, the European 
Central Bank and the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund dis¬ 
cussed releasing desperately 
needed foreign loans with the 
new unity government in 
Athens. 

The budget forecast that 
Greece’s public deficit would 
drop to 5.4 percent of gross do¬ 


mestic product (GDP) in 2012 
from 9.0 percent this year, an 
ambitious target given the pre¬ 
vious forecast for next year of 
6.8 percent. 

The coalition government 
led by former ECB deputy 
chief Lucas Papademos also 
estimated that the economy 
would shrink next year by 2.8 
percent, a deeper contraction 
than the 2.5 percent previously 
forecast. Nevertheless, that 
would represent an improve¬ 
ment from the expected 5.5 
percent contraction in 2011, 
the third year of recession. 

Finance Minister Evangelos 
Venizelos said he hoped law¬ 
makers would approve the

EU staff 
threaten strike 
action over 
belt-tightening 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Yester¬ 
day, EU staff unions threat¬ 
ened strike action next week 
to protest belt-tightening 
measures as the bloc goes on 
an austerity diet. 

A statement from an "Inter- 
institutional Joint Front" rep¬ 
resenting the 55,000 staff 
across the European institu¬ 
tions has called an assembly 
on Tuesday following a break¬ 
down in conciliation talks 
with the European Commis¬ 
sion. 

European staff wages vary 
widely: from 2,650 euros 
($3,580) per month before tax 
and social welfare payments, 
to 23,000 euros gross for each 
of the 27 national EU commis¬ 
sioners. 

Staff are concerned by a 
bid to overhaul staff rules and 
by a letter signed by 17 of the 
27 European Union states that 
criticises automatic wage ad¬ 
justments and links the possi¬ 
bility of wage hikes to the 
economic situation. 

The 17 austerity-driven na¬ 
tions also say an increase in 
retirement age from 63 to 65 
is not sufficient. 

Staff unions on the other 
hand criticise working condi¬ 
tions on their Facebook page. 



US debt panel groping for 


deal as deadline looms 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US 
Congress "supercommittee" 
tasked with finding $1.2 tril¬ 
lion in deficit reduction 
planned to meet through the 
weekend if necessary to find 
an elusive deal, one of its co¬ 
chairs said yesterday. 

"We are painfully, painfully 
aware of the deadline that is 
staring us in the face," Repub¬ 
lican Representative Jeb Hen- 
sarling told reporters as the 
panel groped for a compromise 
by Wednesday as required 
under the law that created it. 

Hensarling said the commit¬ 
tee would meet through the 
weekend if necessary to "try to 
find sufficient common ground" 
on a solution to "simultaneously 
address both our nation's jobs 
crisis and the debt crisis." 

The committee has to No¬ 
vember 23 to lay out a plan for 
$1.2 trillion in deficit reduction 
over 10 years, after which the 
full Congress has until Decem¬ 
ber 23 to approve the proposal 
in a fast-tracked legislative 
process. 

Failure to enact the blue¬ 
print by mid-January would 
trigger draconian cuts, come 
January 2013, to the US social 
safety net and military spend¬ 
ing to make up the difference 
between the sought-for savings 
and any final deal. 

The committee, created in 
an August deal on raising the 



US debt limit, has locked up 
over Republican refusals of 
Democratic calls to raise taxes 
on the very wealthy in return 
for cuts to cherished social 
safety net programs. 

Democrats have reportedly 
offered reductions in so-called 
"entitlement" health care pro¬ 
grams for the poor and elderly 
as well as the Social Security 
pension plan dear to their core 
voters but insisted the rich 
must pay more. 

Republicans have warned 
that will cripple job-creating 
investment at a time when the 
brittle US economy labors 
under stubbornly high unem¬ 
ployment of more than nine 
percent. 

And they have reportedly 
countered with cuts to the 
safety net while pushing tax 
changes they say will raise 
$250 billion over 10 years 
while seeing rates on the 
wealthiest earners drop — a 
move Democrats have rejected.

"It was a matter of 'we're 
not going to look too hard, 
we're not going to turn on the 
search light, we're not going to 
notify anybody right at the mo¬ 
ment." 

And when asked whether 
he thought Wagner was re¬ 
sponsible for Wood's death, 
Davern said: "Yes I would say 
so, yes" — although he would 
not say exactly how. 

Wood was found drowned 
about a mile away from the 
yacht. Police reports said she 
was wearing a nightgown, 
socks and a down jacket, and 
had multiple bruises on her 
body and arms and an abrasion 
on her left cheek. 

Rulli, whose book with 
Davern, "Goodbye Natalie, 
Goodbye Splendour," was 
published in 2009, told NBC 
that the captain "overheard the 
arguing" on the night of 
Wood's death. 

"He did make an attempt to 
stop it, was told to go away by 
Robert Wagner, and minutes 
later Natalie was missing," she 
said. "Dennis wanted to do 
everything, make a phone call, 
turn on the search light — his in¬ 
stincts told him something was 
terribly wrong — and Robert 
Wagner asked him not to." 

Davern agreed with Rulli's 
description, but seemed to ag¬ 
onize over his own role in the 
tragedy. 

"All I can say is, I made 
some terrible decisions, mis¬ 
takes, and it's just going to 
have to be left up to the inves¬ 
tigators."

STATE COLLEGE (AFP) - 
The National Collegiate Ath¬ 
letic Association (NCAA), the 
governing body for US inter¬ 
collegiate sports, has said it 
will examine the child sex 
abuse scandal at Penn State 
University. 

Former Penn State assistant 
football coach Jerry Sandusky 
has been charged with 40 
counts of sexual abuse involv¬ 
ing eight boys and acts al¬ 
legedly taking place as long 
ago as 1994, according to a 
grand jury report. 


The scandal led to the fir¬ 
ing of legendary coach Joe 
Paterno and three other uni¬ 
versity officials. Sandusky 
has maintained his innocence, 
saying that he did shower 
with young boys but there 
was nothing sexual in his ac¬ 
tions. 

The NCAA probe will focus 
upon how university officials 
handled information in rela¬ 
tion to the scandal, looking 
into why police were not 
called upon much earlier to 
investigate matters.

CHICAGO (AFP) - The 
Chicago Bears seek to con¬ 
tinue their playoff push when 
they open a stretch of four 
straight games against Ameri¬ 
can Conference opponents, 
starting with San Diego Sun¬ 
day at Soldier Field. 

In a battle between two 
clubs heading in the opposite 
directions, the Bears face a 
Chargers team that has lost 
four straight games but will 
have the luxury of having had 
10 days of rest. 

The Chargers offence is 
struggling and having trouble 
protecting the ball. Quarter¬ 
back Philip Rivers leads the 
league in interceptions so he 
will have to get into a rhythm 
early because the Bears are 
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one of the best pass-rushing 
teams in the league. 

M We’re going to need to get 
every guy healthy we can, and 
we're going to need to play 
better than we did in our last 
game," San Diego coach Norv 
Turner said. 

Chicago's stingy defence is 
forcing turnovers and coming 
up with big stops. 

Once upon a time their 
playoff hopes seemed slim. 
On October 10, they lost 24- 
13 to Detroit, falling to 2-3 
and three games out of first 
place in the NFC North. But 
the Bears haven't lost since. 

"We're getting better," line¬ 
backer Brian Urlacher said. 
"No doubt about that. We're 
not done yet. We've still got a 
long way to go. But we're 
going the right direction." 

Chicago's defence was at 
its best last weekend, forcing 
six turnovers and keeping De¬ 
troit out of the end zone until 
five minutes remained. 

"It's about execution and 
that's what the guys are buy¬ 
ing into," coach Lovie Smith 
said. "We've been seeing 
progress. We're climbing up 
the standings. 

San Diego allowed a sea¬ 


son-high six sacks in their last 
game as they slipped one 
game back of the first-place 
Oakland Raiders in their divi¬ 
sion. 

"The bottom line is we've 
lost four games in a row, and 
we've got to win a football 
game," said Philip Rivers, the 
league leader with 15 inter¬ 
ceptions and 19 turnovers. 

In another key matchup, 
the Baltimore Ravens host the 
Cincinnati Bengals. 


Cincinnati's rookie quarter¬ 
back Andy Dalton has been 
superb in his first nine games, 
but he faces a new challenge 
against the Ravens' defence, 
which ranks first in total yards 
allowed. 

Baltimore have already 
beaten the only two AFC 
teams with better records than 
theirs. But what's frustrating 
for the coaching staff is they 
seem to let down against the 
weaker opponents. 


That class no longer in¬ 
cludes the Bengals, who will 
try to keep the host Ravens 
reeling from their latest shock¬ 
ing loss last Sunday.
